lurger municipalities, in which cases it 
believed that municipal ownership and control] 
was the method most conducive to economy 
and efficiency.

Irish 
nalionality, Mr. Lemass said that (he 
problem of foreign control of Irish 
compapies was becoming one of great 
magnitude, aud every day they saw 
Irish concerns being acquired by foreign com- 
panies, and either closed or eperated in the 
interests af foreign shareholders. Side by 
side with their protection policy there must 
be a policy designed to ensure control of Irish 
industry m Irish hands. 

Mr. McGiuley (Dublin) seconded, an the 
resolution was passed, - 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. | 

Mr. Dervig, T.D., on behalf of the National 
Executive, moved that the Ard Fheis con- 
demns as useless the Free State Tariff Com- 
mission and calls for its immediate abolition. 
He said that at present it was composed of 
Covernment officials, who only devoted part 
time to it; that the method of approach to 
the Commission was unsatisfactory, and that 
there was no representative of trade or agri- 
culture on the Commission.

A resolution which was adopted called on

‘Mr. J. Groome (O'Donovan Rossa Cumann, 
Dublin City North) moved—-' That the Ard 
Fheis obieets to the attendance of Fianna 
Fail Veachtai Dala and Senators at social 
functions promoted and attended by Free 
State Ministers. 

The delegate said that some Teaclitai were 
aping Government Teachtai and Ministers, 


‘attending funetions when there was no ‘need. 


Several attended at the Model Farm, Glas- 
nevin, and one T.D. went to the opeuing of 
Gereral Post Office.

MINISTER'S INVITATION, 

Whilst the general idea of the formation 
of the coastal borough was acceptable to the 
residents in these districts, it might be that 
the method suggested to bring it into being 
would require revision, and, as the Minister 
had invited the local representatives of the 
people to express their views to him on the 
subject, it was thought desirable by the 
Dun Laoghaire Urban District Council to 
summon to this conference representatives of 
the Blackrock, Dalkey and Killiney Councils 
to Neha the proposals jointly and in 
detail, 

An agenda had been prepared setting out 
the heads of the proposals, so that it might 
be possible to elicit the views of the repre- 
sentatives of the districts affected in a syste- 
matic manner.

was damaged. In a cross action Reginald 
Walsh sued Richard Campion and Henry 
Bushe for £5 10s., loss and damage sustained.

A member who proposed an 
amendment said that goats were a nuisance 
in the country and should not be subsidised. 
Another member said that goats were a 
terrible pest to farmers owing to the amount 
of damage they caused. . 

GAS METER RIFLED. 

At RATHFARNHAM District Court yester 
day, before District Justice Reddin, Superin- 
tendent O'Reilly charged Desmond Bolger and 
John Boland, St. Patrick's cottages, Rath- 
farnham, having broken open a gas 
meter in Mr. Cullen's publichouse, Will 
brook. Sergeant Glynn deposed that he inter- 
viewed the defendants and took statements 
from them. Bolger stated that they got in by 
the yard and Boland opened the meter and 
took some money out.

6d. from John 
Farrell. John Farrell stated that he and 
Moran were in the employment of Mr. George 
Gill, at Tallaght.

The next day the 
money was gone. Defendant. giving evidence, 
said that he knew that Farrell kept his 
money under his mattress, but he did not 
take st... He had plenty of opportunities of 
going into Farrell's room if he wanted. The 
Justice said that it was a mean theft, and he 
was very sorry for Farrell. There was not 
sufficient evidence, and he dismissed the case, 
and ordered defendant to pay 4s.

INQUEST ON CLERGYMAN. 

An inquest was held yesterday by Dr. 
O'Callaghan, North Donegal Coroner, on the 
body of the Rev. Robert Lynn, of Fahan 
and Inch Presbyterian Church. The evidence 
was that the deceased clergyman was driving 
his motor on a by-road, and was emerging 
slowly on the main road after sounding his 
horn three times, when a collision with a 
motor, driven by Dr. Josephine McColgan, 
occurred. Dr. McColgan said that she was 
travelling at fifteen miles per hour. The 
first thing she saw was the radiator of the 
other car emerging on the main road. The 
collision was inevitable. The deceased clergy- 
man got out of the car, and his first ques- 
tion was was she insured. A conversation 
lasting ten minutes followed. After 
straightening his mudguard, he began 
straightening hers. She told the clergyman 
to wait until she got a hammer. He then 
said: '' Doctor, I’m done,” and collapsed on 
the roadside. While the impact might have 
accelerated his death, the main cause was 
his work at the mudguard. Dr. McLaughlin 
said that death was due to heart failure, 
following shock and excitement. A _ verdict 
was returned accordingly, the jury exonerat- 
ing Dr. McColgan. 


COMMISSIONERS OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


REPORT FOR YEAR 1928. 


A report has just been issued giving 
brrmarn of the work carried out by the 
rish Free State Commissioners of Public 
Works during 1928. Five coastguard stations. 
six military barracks, four former Royal 
Irish Constabulary barracks. and three miscel- 
laneous properties were sub-leased, Contracts 
were entered into for 1,216 works and furnt- 
ture supplies. 361 of these contracts were 
over £100 each in value, including 83 of over 
£1.000 in value. 

The imports into Kingstown Harbour 
during the vear consisted of 41,352 tons of 
coal, the exnorts being 100 tons of timber. 
Imports to Howth Harbour were 5,141 tons 
of coal and 280 tons of salt, and the exports 
were 1,303 tons of cured herrings. 

The report also deals with the drainage 
schemes undertaken by the Commissioners.

The London Gazette announced last 
night that the King has approved thie 
aWard of the medal of the Military Divi- 
sion of the Order of the British Empire 
to Flight-Cadet William Neil McKechnie, 
Royal Air Force, for gallantry.

““ Flight-Cadet McKechnie, who had 
landed in another aeroplane about the 
same time some two hundred yards away, 
left his machine and ran at full speed 
towards the scene of the accident. 

“The petrol had spread over an area 
of about ten yards diameter, in full blaze, 
with Giles lying in it semi-conscious. 

“ McKechnie, without. hesitation, ran 
into the flames and pulled out Giles, who 
was badly burned about the legs and face, 
with his Sidcot suit and clothes actually 
burning. 

“ After dragging him clear of the 
flames, during the process of which he was 
scorched and 6éupefficially burned, 
McKechnie proceded to extinguish the 
flames of Giles’s burning clothing. 

“ By this time the machine was in full 
blaze, with the petrol spreading along the 
ground, so that, without McKechnie’s 
assistance, there is no doubt Giles would 
have been burned to death, as he was 
quite incapable of moving himself, 

“ Ultimately the machine was entirely 
destroyed by fire, and the ground for 
some distance around was completely 
burned up by the spread of the ignited 
petrol.”’ ?

The following official statement was 
made to me to-day :'—'' The interpretation 
placed on the Prime Minister's speech 
last night in some. quarters at home «s 
indicating his forthcoming retirement 's 
grotesque, and would be unworthy of 
attention were it not for the danger that 
it may be seriously misleading to the 
people at home. No such inference has 
been drawn here by any responsible 
person present at the banquet. Indeed, 


“the passage has been taken as referring 


to some distant future, and as expressing 
aspirations common to every hard-worked

In the passage referred to, the Premier 
said that it was possible that he would 
withdraw from public life as soon as. *t 
would be convenient. “' I hope ere long, ' 
he added, ‘‘ to Jeave to-other hands the 
task of completing the work begun during 
the last few days.”

THE AGE OF CONSENT. 


NEW. FREE STATE 
LEGISLATION. 

By Our POLITICAL. CORRESPONDENT. 

The raising of the age of consent from 
16 to 18 will be an important feature of a 
bill which is being considered by the Free 
State Minister for Justice. Legislation 
for this purpose was recently pussed in the 
British and Northern Jreland Parlia- 
ments, and probably within a few months 


the Irish Free State will fall into line by. 


passing a similar measure. 

In the report which was presented to 
the Minister for Justice as long ago as 
August, 1927, the Commission. on the 
Relief of ithe Sick and Doestitute Poor, 
recommended that the age of consent 
“should at least be raised to 18, if not 
19,’’ and pointed out that the mothers 
of first-born illegitimate children when 
they seek relief are commonl,; between 17 
and 21 years of aye, and in exceptional 
cases as low as 14 and 15. 

During the coming session the Minister 
for Justice will introduce another measure 
based on the Poor Law Commission's 
report. “The law,’ says the report. 
‘gives the man every loophole for escape 
from the shame and dishonour that. is 
cast upon the woman.” It recommends 
that unmarried mothers shall have the 
right to affiliation or maintenance orders 
against the putative fathers of their 
children. This principle is embodied in 
an Eighteer Clause Bill, which will be 
introduced shortly after the Dail meets. 
At present the woman has no persona! 
redress, and a Board of Guardians or local 
authority can only make a claim for 
maintenance against the father of « child 
when it becomes a burden on the rates.

FAMILY CARS AT 


OLYMPIA. 


EFFECT ON WINTER 
MOTORING, 


From Our Own CorResponpent. 
LONDON, Friday. 

To-day was the first of the family days 
at Olympia; for, with an entrance charge 
of half-a-crown, it was possible for fathers 
and mothers, with sons and daughters, 
bent on choosing a new car, to visit the 
Show at a quarter of yesterday’s cost. 

At the Motor Show there are big cars 
and little cars, luxury cars and sports 
cars; but there are also what have been 
aptly termed ‘* family cars,” and they are 
of so important a character that they form 
the back-bone of the output of some large 
manufacturers. 

The term “ family car’’ has a somewhat 
wide interpretation, but generally it in- 
dicates a small four-seater, or a four-five- 
seater of moderate size, moderate power, 
and usually of moderate price. There are 
manv cars which fill all these reqnire- 
ments, and they were all well inspected 
to-day by interested groups of prospective 
purchasers. For a man with a wife and 
one or two children. the “ baby ” type of 
car is eminently suitable: but if there are 
three children. or if the children are 
beyond tlie age of infancy, something + 
little more roomy is desirable. Power 
ranges from nine horse-vower upwards, 
and everv’ car in this classification 
possesses the merit of proved trustworthi- 
ness. 

UNIFORM EXCELLENCE. 

Family motoring may be said to owe its 
development, to the excellence of the cars 
upon which it is carried out, for the 
models in this range are so uniformly 
good that selection ts mainly a question of 


price and of the stvle of bodvwork. A i 


few years ago enclosed cars were scarcely 
reckoned as being within the family car 
category: but this year they figure so 
largely that they out-number the open 
tourers. 

One distinct advantage of the saloon is 
that it renders winter motoring possible, 
and this has not been without its infiln- 
ence wpon the orders placed to-day. 
Instead ‘of nearly all cars being ordered 
for delivery at the end ot March, after 
the expiry of the first licensing quarter, 
many have been marked for delivery in 
the first week of the new year. This, it 
was said at Olympia to-day, is quite an 
unusual state of affairs. It will be appre- 
ciated by the manufacturers, as tt will 
obviate the pressure caused by the task 
of delivering all the cars at the end of 
March. 

Women again formed quite a consider- 
able proportion of the visitors, and, as 
was the case on the opening day, they 
carried out their inspections in a 
thorough manner. It was observed that 
final choice from two or more models often 
depended upon the vote of the woman of 
the party.

PROSECUTION FOR 
SIARKING. 


At the Tower Bridge Police Court on 
Thursday, before Mr. Oulton. John Clayton 
Richards, of Atherdon road, Brockley, trad- 
ing at 151 Tooley street, was summoned for 
unlawfully ‘selling éggs to which a false trade 
description—- namely, ‘‘ Irish new-laid ’’—was 
applied, contrary to Section 2 (2) of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926. 

Mr. Gough Clark, Town Clerk of Ber- 
mondsey, said that the words “Irish new- 
laid”? led people to believe that the eggs 
were from Northern Ireland, meaning that 
they were British. This was not so, as 
they came from the Irish Free State, and 
were consequently foreign. 

Mr.. Merriman, an inspector under the 
Food and Drugs Act for Bermondsey, said 
that on September 19° he went into the de- 
fendant’s shop in Tooley street, and saw 
some eggs marked ‘Irish new-laid,’’ 234. 
each. He bought eight, which were put 
into a bag, and on opening the bag, while 
in the shop and examining them, he found 
that five were marked '' Holland ” and three 
“Trish Free State.” They were, therefore, 
all foreign eggs, and should have been so 
marked. ‘The ticket led one to believe that 
they were Northern Irish eggs, and, there- 
fore, British. 

The defendant said that there must have 
been a mistake; he gained nothing by break- 
ing the law, as the eggs were worth as much 
as British. ©

LORD BADEN-POWELL 
HONOURED.

In a leading article on the presentation 
of the freedom of London to Lord Baden- 
Powell, The Times to-day, reterring to the 
Boy Scout movement, says:—As. is the 
man, so is the movement that he has 
begotten, By the Corporation, said the 
Lord Mayor—himself for many long years 
a trainer of the young—it is looked upon 
with warm feelings of sympathy, because, 
like the Corporation, it is non-political, 
non-class, non-sectarian and—he might 
have added—non-militarist. One of. its 
main objects, in the Chief Scont’s own 
words, is to teach the young to see what 
they can put into life, as well as what 
they can get out of it. It is because oi 
that fine Scout principle of selflessness 
that he was able to say that, among all 
the thousands of the brotherhood of Boy 
Scouts who took part in the jamboree, 
there was never a hint of quarrelling or a 
word of dissension. 

It would, imdeed, be the best of 
auguries for the peace of the world if this 
spirit of right feeling could be made the 
general rule at all ages and in all ranks. 
But so far the movement, big as it is 
and rapidly as it has grown, has only 
touched the fringe of the boyhood of 
this country. In Great Britain alone 
over eighty thousand men and women 
have taken upon themselves the work 
of trainers in what is actually, in 
every corner of this island and 
in many other lands across the 
seas, a school of parenthood that 
dea}s with each boy and girl coming under 
its influence as an individual, the helping 
of whom to a right view of the duties and 
responsibilities of citizenship can only be 
learnt by experience. 

To all of them the honour paid by the 
City Fathers to their chief must, he 
believes, serve as an enormous encourage- 
ment. He welcomes and rejoices in the 
honour, not as a personal tribute tó him- 
self, but as a recognition of the value of 
the services rendered to the community by 
the brotherhood which he, as the figure- 
head, represents, and because it means 
that the City recognises the Scout move- 
ment as a civic, and not as a militarist, 
force. There, indeed, lies its great value 


and its still greater pessibilities. MWe’ are: 


citizens of no mean city and no mean 
Empire. Though it is given to few of us 
to be Freemen of the City of London, all 
of us, of all ages, are in a sense free men 
and women, and freedom has its obliga- 
tions as well as its privileges. To the 
living organism of Scouts and Guides the 
simple code of these obligations is the 
breath of life, and the greater the’ number 
of those who are trained. or help to train 
others, to make it the rule of their own 
lives, the better will it be for this country 
and for the world at large.

HOW HE WAS ELECTED. 

The Paris Correspondent of The Times

A solemn Service of Thanksgiving was 
held in the Throne Room of the Palace, 
after which Nadir Khan addressed the 
(Chiefs and Mullahs, recalling th: services 
of King Amanullah and thanking. them 
for their support. 

The spokesnien of the tribes th»: begged 
Nadir Khan to accept the Crown. He at 
first ref-1sed on the score of ill-health, and 
suggested instead a later meeting at which 
someone else could be chosen. The whole 
assembly, however, insisted that their offer 
be accepted, shouting: ' If Nadir will not 
be King; we will leave the city,’’ where- 
upon Nadir Khan accepted. 

The new King afterwards made a short 
speech to a large crowd from a balcony of 
the Palace, in which he said. '“ As the 
people thus calls for me I accept.

AFTER DARK. 


TRIP DELIGHTS THE 
AIR. MINISTER. 


INDIA NEXT? 
WHAT. FUTURE POLICY 
WILL DEPEND ON, 


Darkness had fallen last night when 
the airship R101 was made fast to her 
mooring tower at Cardington Aerodrome, 
Bedfordshire, after her six hours’ flight 
over the Midlands with Lord Thomson, 
the Air Minister, on board. 

She reached Cardington at 2.30 p.m.., 
much earlier than expected, and the 
reasons given for the delay in tying her 
up were the fact that the mooring staff 
were not ready, the fouling oí the guy 
cables in the trees, and unstable weather 
conditions. There were exciting moments 
when the main haul caught in tio treos 
surrounding the aerodrome and broke off 
some branches, and also when two cuy 
ropes became entangled with the moorinz 
cable. 

The ship, however. was moored un- 
damaged at 6.15. Hundreds of people 
watched the operations. 


THE DESIRE TO BE SLICK. 

Lord Thomson, who expressed delight at 
the behaviour of the ship, attributed the 
trouble with the guy ropes to ‘‘ over-zeal 
and a desire to be slick.”’ 

He added: ‘‘ Until, we got back there 
was not a hitch: of any sort or kind. I 
gather that the ship was a bit light. and 
thé conditions for the mooring operations 
were unstable. Still, it all gives expericnce 
to the crew.” 

Lord Thomson announced that R101 is 
hardly likely to make her first long- 
distance flight before Christmas owing to 
the time required for building spare 
engines, The trip would be to India via 
gv pt. 

“What will be the future of airship 
policy,” he» was asked, and smilingly 
replied: ‘‘T have got to climb a mountain 
called Snowden before I can tell von that, 
Tt is a Yorkshire mountain, although it is 
generally believed to be in Wales. 

‘* Nevertheless. I havé a vague idea of 
what I want, and from personal ex- 
perience I believe that this experiment so 
far has entirely justified itself. I think 
this form of travel has come to stay.’’ 

During her flight. the: second of her 
career, R101 passed over Northampton. 
Rugby, Coventry, Birmingham, Derby and 
Leicester. Everywhere she attracted the 
greatest interest.
